This application is a national stage filing of PCT/US04/41380 filed 12/10/2004, 
which claims benefit to provisional applications 60/529,331 filed 12/12/2003 and 
60/625,707 filed 11/05/2004. 

Claims 1-38 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group III, claim(s) 14-17, 23-33, 36, drawn to a method of evolving a protein sequence 
by forming a plurality of protein-tRNA-mRNA molecule and identifying from these 
sequences with a desired property. 

Group IV, claim(s) 18-22, 34-35, 38, drawn to a method of forming a psoralen mono- 
adduct. 

Group V, claim(s) 37, drawn to a vaccine generated as a product by process of a 
method of evolving a protein. 
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The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons:

13 that would be used to cross-link a tRNA or oligonucleotide with a psoralen.
